SUB J : CHARTER OF ECONOMIC RIGHTS AND DUTIES 

1. SENATOR PERCY AND DEPUTY LEGAL ADVISER SCHWEBEL MET 
AT UN WITH PERMSEC SINGH AND GOI DEP SAAD HASHMI NOV 20. 
SENATOR PERCY STRESSED IMPORTANCE OF CERDS BRINGING 
TOGETHER RATHER THAN DIVIDING DEVELOPED AND DEVELOPING 
WORLDS. HE STATED THAT, IF PRESSED, CERTAIN PROVISIONS 
OF CURRENT GROUP OF 77 DRAFT OF CHARTER COULD DETER 
THE INCREASED FLOW OF CAPITAL LDCS BADLY REQUIRE. HE 
NOTED THAT THAT DRAFT POSES A NUMBER OF SERIOUS PRO- 
BLEMS, PARTICULARLY THOSE OF ART 2 ON FOREIGN INVESTMENT 
AND ART 16 ON RESTITUTION AND FULL COMPENSATION FOR 
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RAVAGES OF COLONIALISM ETC. HE SUGGESTED THE MOST 
ESSENTIAL CHANGES OF ART 2 AND DELETION OF ART 16, 

AS A BASIS FOR WIDER, PROMISING NEGOTIATIONS ON CHARTER, 
AND STATED THAT INDIA, SOPHISTICATED AS IT IS IN THE 
INT'L ECONOMIC SPHERE, SHOULD BE ABLE TO EXERT A 
VALUABLE MODERATING INFLUENCE IN THE G-77. 

2. SINGH WAS EXTREMELY RECEPTIVE AND POSITIVE. HE 
REVIEWED THE SUGGESTED US AMENDMENTS TO ART 2 AND PRO- 
NOUNCED THEM REASONABLE. HE SAW NO PROBLEM IN INDIA 
DOING WHAT IT COULD TO PROMOTE THEM. FOR ITS OWN PART, 

IT COULD ACCEPT THEM BUT IT DOUBTED WHETHER G-77 WOULD. 

MORE THAN ONCE, SINGH INFERRED THAT G-77 AND ASSEMBLY AS 
A WHOLE WERE BEHAVING IRRESPONSIBLY AND THAT THERE WAS 
LITTLE A STATE LIKE INDIA COULD DO TO CHANGE THAT. 

3. HASHMI STATED THAT G-77 PLANNED TO INTRODUCE THEIR 
LATEST DRAFT ON A "TAKE-IT-OR-LEAVE-IT" BASIS. INDIA, 

HE SAID, PREFERRED POSTPONEMENT TO CONFRONTATION AND 
SAW NO HURRY IN VOTING UPON THE CHARTER AT THIS SESSION 
UNGA. YUGOSLAVIA SHARED THIS VIEW. COULD NOT THE USG 
PRESS MEXICO TO AGREE TO A FIFTH SESSION OF THE UNCTAD 
WORKING GROUP? AS IT WAS, IT WAS AT "MEXICO'S SOLE 
INSISTENCE" THAT THIS GA WAS BEING DRIVEN TO A VOTE. 

FOR ITS PART, INDIA RECOGNIZES THAT A CHARTER NOT SUP- 
PORTED BY MAIOR INDUSTRIALIZED STATES WILL BE OF LITTLE 
USE. 

4. SINGH AND HASHMI ADVISED THAT OTHER KEY STATES 
SENATOR PERCY WOULD DO WELL TO PURSUE WERE YUGOSLAVIA, 
ALGERIA AND IRAQ. 

5. SINGH INDICATED THAT GOI HAD REGRETTED TO HEAR THAT 
USG HAD THOUGHT ITS POSITIONS ON CERDS TO BE EXTREMIST, 
BUT TRUSTED THAT USG WOULD NOW BE REASSURED. INGERSOLL
